Discipline Maintained. 


The strictest discipline is bein? 


maintained by the Nationalists, whc 
are placing guards at the ga^es anc 
other points as the royalists sre dis 
armed. The Nationalist leader, in s 
note to the Russian and British lega 
tions. guarantees security of life anr 
property to foreigners, adding that 
nothing is demanded from the shal 
but a real constitution. Siphadar al 
ready has summoned the members of 
the mejliss to witness the opening of 
parliament. 


The. invaders lost only one mas 


while making their entry into the 
city. The loss to the royalists is un 
known, but can not be heavy, as the 
Cossacks were the only defenders to 
offer resistance- 
They are keeping 


up a desultory Bre and occasionally 
are making use of their artillery- 
There is much ill feeling against the 
Russians and the Nationalists are 
endeavoring 10 prevent any incident 
that might Justify a Russian force 
entering the city.
